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The Whig Nemination, 
Our neighbor of the Chronicle is rather troub- 
led by our paragraph on the Whig nomination 
for Governor. He says, “it is an important ar- 
ticle, and demands from Mr. Bebb and the 
Whigs some notice.” 
He deems it a sival! matter that we should 
object to Mr. Bebb because he is bitter]y oppos- 
ed to the Liberty Party, or that we should find 








| fault with the Whig Convention for eulogizing 


Henry Clay, and saying nothing about the 
claim of Virginia to exercise jurisdiction on our 
soil. But, the indirect charge that My. Bebb is 
not an anti-slavery man, and is opposed to the 
repeal of the slave lawsofthe District of Colum- 
bia, he does think a matter of importance both 
to the Whig party and its candidate. Iie evi- 
dently notices the subject in such a way, as to 
hint to Mr. Bebb the propriety of rebutting the 
accusation; but he does not himself venture to 
deny it, The simple opinion is expressed, that 
“before the capvass js ended, the charge will 
more than likely be reversed.” 

How, Mr. Chronicle? What constitutes an 
anti-slavejyj man, Mere profession? Declara- 
tions of hostility to Slavery? Glawing elo. 
quence in praise of the Ordinance of 1787?—~ 
Ah! Ex-Governor Metcalfe of Kentucky, one 
of the leasicys in the late mob against a free 
press in Lexington, was a a flaming antj-slaye- 
ry man while canvassing Ohio in 1840, in favor 
of Generai Harrison, When at Rome, do as 
Rome does, was his maxim. He had got the 
notion in his head that Ohio was a great anti- 
slave State, and being a cunning politician, 
and a!l cunning politicians knowing a great 
deal of human nature, he really thought he 
was doing his candidate service by seasoning 
hie diseonree et times with a little anti-slavery 
sentiment. 

And so, too, it may happen that Mr. Bebb 
will avow himself in favor of abolition in the 
District of Columbia, sometime between now 
and never, and very unfavorable toSlayery, and 
deeply pained on account of the extension of 
Slavery by the annexation of Texas through 
the efforts of the Liberty men, and full almost 
to bursting of a yearning desire for ultimate, 
universal and perpetual emaneipution, 

But, we recollect the first picture that cver 
caught our eye wlren a child, represented two 
very important periods in a man’s life—the. 
tinfe before, and the time after marriage. The 
lover was full of sweetness, and his face shone 
with extatic smiles: but, transformed into the 
husband, the smile had corrugated into a frown, 
and the unctuous countenance of love had ac- 
quired the dingy dryness of ill-natuyre, 

The Anti-Slavery face of Mr. Bebb, if indeed 
he choose to wear one, will, we apprehend, un 

dergo a remarkable transformation should he 
by chance reach the Governor's chair. 

We want no Anti-Slavery, just for the occa- 
sion. If the Whigs would win the confidence 
of real Anti-Slavery men, let them repeal the 
Black Laws, now that they have the power— 
let them cease to glorify Slaveholders and 
shameless upholders of Slavery—let them no 
longer sustain men who will submit to Slave- 
holding domination in Congress and abstain 
from action against Slavery in the District of 
Columbia, and the internal slave trade, and the 
coastwise slave trade. In a word, let them 
adopt Liberty Principles, and then the profes- 
sions of their candidate will be entitled to some 
consideration jrom Liberty men. 


The Cincinnati Atlas and the Libere 
ty Men. 

“In making a nomination, the Whigs were 
not very anxious to consult the wishes of the 
Locofocos, or their allies, the Abolitionists.— 
They both acted in cancert to elect Mr. Polk, 
and thereby toadd several new Slave States to 
the Union, by the annexation of ‘Texas. Mr. 
Bees traversed a large part of the State, pend- 
ing that canvass, as a Whig speaker, and did) 
all in his power to prevent the triumph of this 
unholy alliance. So far as the State of Ohio 
vas concerned, the Whigs triumphed; but the 
allied armies of Locofocos and Abolitionists sue- 
ceeded in clecting their ‘Texas candidate.— 
Their Senators and Representatives are now 
about tuking their seats in Congress alongside 
of Jonn Quincy Apams and Josnua R. GippinGs, 
and holding their places there through the in- 
strumentality of the Liberty party. 

“The sneer of the Herald at the profession of 

Mr. Bens, it strikes ys, is not in very good 
taste, considering that his candidates, Leicrs- 
rer King and Sawcet Lewis, have both been 
“Lawyers,” extensively engaged in that profes- 
sion. 
“The Editor of the Herald being both a Lo- 
cofoco and Liberty man, the Whigs did not 
expect to please him with their nomination,”— 
Cin. Atlas. 

The Atlas makes several distinet charges— 
that the Abolitionists are the a}lies of “the Lo- 
cofocos”—that “they both acted in concert to 
elect Mr. Polk, and thereby to add several new 
Slave States to the Union, by the annexation 
Texas”—and that the editor of the Herald is 
“both a Locofoco and Liberty men.” 

How an editor who values his reputation for 
truth and fair dealing could make the first two 
charges, we do not pretend to explain. We 
morely pronounce them false and groundless, 
and would not trifle with the cammon sense of 
the community by stopping ta prove them so. 

As to the last charge, the propricties of edi- 
torial life, if not a sense of justice, should have 
prevented our neighhor from making it. A 
“Locofoco” is one who yotes with the Demo- 
cratic party, as it is now constituted—supports 
its measures and its candidates; and among 
these measures are, the extension of slave-ter- 
ritory, and the conceasionto slavery of all its 
demands. When the Atlas calls us a “Loco- 
foco,” he charges us with voting for Democratic 
vandidates and measures. This charge in whole 
and in part is false, But, if he does not mean 


. 
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to imply this, by the application of such an 


epithet, then he means to attach to ns v certain 
odium belonging to that term im the estima- 
tion of Whig readers, with a view to prejudice 
them against us, and thus impair the force of 
our efforts to convince them that they are not 
pursuing the better way. 

In cither case, fe has done what we should 
feel ashamed to do towards any opponent. 

We choose to define our own position, and 
we can use words so unmistakable that the 
Atlas cannot misunderstand them. If it then 
attempt to assign us another position, it is 
guilty of the rudeness of questioning our ve- 
racity. ‘ 

For one, we hold that a gentleman is bound 
by the same rules of good breeding in political 
warfare, that govern him in social intercourse. 
Political strife is certainly exciting and does 
not tend to expand the benevolent feelings, but 
we have a right to say that we have never yet 
found in it any thing so provoking as to make 
us forget the respect due by Man to Man. 


She Movement, 

Movements in other States.—A State Jiberty 
Convention is to meet in Beston on the 25th 
inst., for the purpose of nominating candidates 
fur Governor and Lieutenant Goyernor. 

On the 20th of Pehruary, the Liberty men of 
Eastern Pennsylvania will meet in Convention 
at Philadelphia, at the Hal] of the Wilber Fisk 
Institute. It is intended to be a meeting for 
business. 

In Illinois, the Liberty men are actively or- 
ganizing in their several counties, and appoint- 
ing their committees. The Western Citizen 
breathes a new jfile. Gwen, brother of the 
martyred, Lovejoy, has been nominated for Con- 
gress in the Chicago district. A capital selec- 
tion. 

In Vermont, the Liberty men held their an- 
nual Convention on the 40th uli. Among ofh- 
er excellent resolutions they passed the follow- 
ing, which has a keen point: 

“Resolved, That the Northern and Western 
doughfaces, in going foxy the whole of Texas, 
war or no war, are now reaping a rich haryest 
for their servility, in the labors of their South- 
ern brethren for a part of Oregon, or none, to 
prevent war.” 

In Virginia, Mrs. Eleanor Hall of Richmond 
deceased in July last, bequeathing to all her 
slaves, cighty in number, their freedom, with 
a sum of money to each, enough to pay ex- 
penses of emigration toa free State. 

In Maryland, the editor of the Raltimare Vis: 
itev maintains his'ground, and grows more spir- 
ited. Mr. Clagett and his associates have un- 
dertaken a task rather onerous. The true- 
hearted editor receives encouragement, An 
old Farmer of Frederick county writes to him, 
hoping that he will continue “to advocate the 
cause of Humanity, until the foul stain that 
now blots oar national] chayacicr, shall be re- 
moved.” The Rey. Dr. Kurtz of the Luther- 
an Observer, published in Baltimore, is out ina 
long, strong and spirited article in defence of 
the Liberty of the Press, and rebuke of Messrs, 
Clagett & Co. A Baltimore correspondent of 
the York (Pa.) Advocate, denounces the skulk- 
ing of the political papers of the city, and 
says, “When, hereafter, they speak of indepen- 
dence, or mount mottos at the head of their 
columns, let them always add, ‘INDEPENDENT 
or 411, except the Slaveholder,’ ” 

A citizen of Virginia sends greeting to him 
as follows; 

“The efforts recently made in the Legisla- 
ture of Maryland, to arrest the anti-slavery 
cause, will, I think, be the means of promoting 
the cause by showing the cloven foot of slave- 
ry, and inducing investigation. I was glad to 
see the note from our mutual friend , of 
Ohio. We must do what we can to sustain the 
paper, which has become an important auxili- 
ary in the cause of freedom. I will take it for 
my sister. Direct it to , Jeffer- 
son county, Va., and begin with the papers 
which contaimed C. M. Clay’s N. York Speech.” 


A lawyer of intelligence living in Mr. Clag- 
gett’s own neighborhood, thus utters, the sentj- 
ments of a freeman:-~ 

“With regard to the persecution that has 
heen attempted towards you in the Assembly, 
I have no language to express my indignation 
that in the Legislature of Maryland, an effort 
has been made to shackle the freedom of the 
press; and lam proud that the effort has met 
with that fate which might have been anticipa- 
ted in the Legislature of my native state!

Dr. Snodgrass is a man about thirty-sqven 
years of age—a thorough anti-slavery man— 
sympathizing with all the real reform moye- 
ments of the day—and isa peace-man. [His re- 
lativesare Friends. 

In New York, the Liberty men are divided 
on the question, how they shall bestow their 
votes in relation tothe Convention. One divis- 
ion, with Alvan Stewart at its head, is in favor 
of voting for those candidates of the Whig or 
Democratic party, who will pledge themselves 
to proper action on the Suffrage question.— 
Another division, headed by Garrett Smith, is 
for maintaining the separate action of the Lib- 
erty Party, even on this question. The miajor- 
ity, we presume, will pursue the former course. 
Whatever course be adopted, much will be lost 
if they do not all act together. Their unity 
once broken, it will be difficult to effect a com- 
plete reanion, 

In New York city, the*?'itmne becomes more 
and more fearless and open in its anti-slavery 
diseussions, while his loving associates of the 
Courier and Enquirer, and the Express, scold 
the refractory editor more and more feclingly. 

In Massachusetts, Hon. Henry Wilson of Na- 
tick, has presenté@in the Legislature an order 
that the Joint Special Committee on the Re- 
solves of the State of Georgia inquire into the 
expediency of passing a preamble and resoly- 
tion introduced by himself. The Preamble re- 
cites the most alarming acts of aggression of 
the Saye Power, and {he Resalytion is as fol- 
lows:— 

Resolved, That Massachusetts distinctly and 
solemnly announces to the country her uncom- 
promising epposition to the farther extension 
and longer existence of American Slavery; that 
she hereby deliberately declares her earnest 
and unalterable purpose to use every lawfal 
and constitutional 'measire ‘for its ovethrow 
and entire extinction; and she heré pledges het 
cordjal co-operation, to the friends of civil jib- 
erty throughout the Unions in évery just and 
practical measure that shall tend to free our 
country from the dominion, curse, andshame of 
Slavery, and make her greatand glorious among 
the nations. 

A movement is on foot in Boston, to form a 
grand National Anti-Slavery League, which 
shall comprise al! the opponents of Slavery in 
the country, whether Whigs, Democrats, Lib- 
erty men, Natives, or Non-Resistant Abolition- 
ists, and interfere with no exjsting organisation 
against Slavery. It isa project that cannot 
now be realized, 

While every where the great movenjent is 
rapidly advgnoing, shall the Liberty men of 
Ohio slumber?

Monroe had not the weight of that 
piece of paper;and if a thousand such declaya- 
tions, in even stronger terms, had been made 
and passed the Senate, they would not have 
had that weight, Declarations, sir, are easily 
made. The affajrs of nations are not ¢ ntroll- 
ed by mere declarations, If a deglaration. of 
opinion were sufficient to change the whole 
course of events, no nation would be mote 
prompt than we. But we must mect interfe- 
yence jn our affaigs in another ways we must 
meet jt as it was met in the ease of ‘T'exas—de- 
cidedly, boldly, and practically. “~We must 
meet cach particular case by itself, and aceord- 
ing to its own merits, always taking gare {o as- 
ert our tights Whenever itis necessary to as- 
sert them. As to gencral abstract declara- 
tions of that kind, T would not give a farthing 
for a thousand of them, ‘They da 1jore karin 
than good, or rather Wo good at all, but a great 
deal of harm,’ 

Has Mr. Calhoun changed his principles since 
he introduced those famous resolutions in rela- 
tion to the case of the Creole, contajning de. 
clarations of doctrines ip regard to the coast- 
wise slave tradc, which were mere abstractions, 


pretensions of Slavery were then in jeopardy;

Important Correspondence on the 
Oregon Question, 

The National Intelligencer publishes the 
Correspondence Ww hich has recently taken place 
on the Oregon question between the Govern- 
ments of Great Britain andthe United States, 
and which was communicated to both Houses 
of Congress on Saturday last. Having no room 
for the whole of it, we present such an abstract 
as may give a satisfactory idea of it: 

1. The first letter of the series, dated Decem- 
ber 13th, is from Mr. Buchanan to Mr. McLane, 
asking information in regard to the reported 
warlike preparations of Great Britain, and re- 
questing the Minister to bring the subject to 
the notice of the Bay of Aberdeen. 

2. Mr. McLane in a reply dated January 34d, 
informs Mr. Buchanan that he had sought an 
interview with Lord Aberdeen on the subject 
referred to, Lord Aberdeen said promptly and 
frankly that it would be improper to disguise 
thaty with the sincerest desire to avoid it, they 
were obliged to look tothe possibility of a rup 
ture with the United States, and that in such 
a crisis, the warlike preparations mentioned 
would be useful and important; but he stated 
at the same time, very positively and distinct- 
ly, that they had no direct reference to sucha 
rupture, and would have been made the same 
way, and to the same extent, without regard to 
the relations of Great Britain and the United 
States: that such preparations had been begun 
before the relations of the United States had 
changed: that the representations of these pre- 
parations had been exaggerated: that they did 
not relate to any distant service, and were not 
in addition to the old form of service: that the 
most extensive parts of their preparations were 
the fortifications of their exposed ports, W hich 
could hardly be supposed to guard against in- 
vasion from the United States; and in the in- 
crease of the number of steam vessels in lieu 
of the old craft, in obedience to a policy which 
he thought doubtful, but which other nations 
seemed determined to adopt. And he distinct- 
ly repeated his disclaimer that they had par- 
ticular or direct reference toa rupture with the 
United States on the Oregon question, or any 
other. 

Mr. McLane then, in 
request of the President, expresses his own 


accordance with the 


opinion. Without questioning for a moment, 
the frankness and straightforwardness of Lord 
Aberdeen, he “does not think it ought to be 
assuined by any one, that warlike preparations 
upon such a scale as that upon which they are 
constantly making here, could not have even 
un indirect reference to the possible contingen- 
cy of a rupture with us.” The preparations, 
he says, are just such as would be most appropri- 
ate in a war with this country. He concludes 
with the remark—* I think it ought to be ex- 
pected, indeed, from all I learn, 1 cannot doubt, 
that in case of hostilities, the aim of this gov- 
ernment will be to strike its heaviest blow at 
the commencement, in the expectation of being 
thereby enabled to shorten the duration of the 


war.” 

3. The third letter of the series, dated Dec. 
27, is addressed by Mr. Pakenham to Mr. Bu- 
chanan, proposing to refer the whole question 
ofan equitable division of the territory of Or- 
egon to the arbitration of some friendly Soye- 
Mr. Pakenham says, it is made 
ina spirit of moderation and fairness of which 
the world will judge—and the British Govern- 
ment confidently hopes that the Government 
of the United States will not reject a proposal 
made with such a friendly intention and for a

purpose so holy, 


4. Mr. Brichanan, under date of Jan. 3d, re- 
plies, that the proposition of the British Gov- 
ernment, being to refer the question of an equi- 
table partition of that territory,takes for granted 
the very question in dispute—the title of Great 
Britain. We.e the United States Government 
to assent to the proposition, it would be an ex- 
press acknowledgment of the right of Great 
Britain to a portion of the territory, which 
would necessarily preclude the United States 
frem claiming the whole before an arbitrator. 
For this reason, and from the apprehension that 
arbitration would involve the question in new 
difficulties, the proposition is most respectfully 
declined. 

In so doing, the President refers to the sen- 
timent expressed by Mr. Buchanan in his note 
last August, in which he expressed the hope

They make no pretensions to local an- 
ti-slavery feeling. Every movement in Ohio, 
unfavorable to slavery, they steadily oppose.— 
They are the upholders of the Black Laws, and 


evince a disposition to render still more strin- 
gent the restriction upon the rights of the col- 
ored people. , 

Ina word, so undisguised, so uniform, and so 
consistent are they in their pro-slavery policy, 
that they reyuire but brief consideration.— 
There they stand—they speak for themselves. 
On the other hand, while the Whigs, in their 
relations to the National Whig Party, are also 
governed by slaveholding influence, select slave- 
holding candidates, and uniformly support 
slavery as it is; in various localities they sect 
up the claim of being anti-slavery. In Ohio, 
for example, some of their papers deem it al- 
most insulting to question their anti-slavery 
character. As we hold a different opinion; as 
we believe that, while several sections of the 
Whig Party in this State are imbued with an- 
ti-slavery sentiment,the Party as a whole stead- 
ily opposes all efficient anti-slavery policy, 
contenting itself with occasional profu :ions, of 
right sentiment on the subject, while it contin- 
ually pursuesa wrong policy—and as we furth- 
er believe, that the action of the anti-slavery 
Whigs tends to prevent the growth of an. efli- 
cient organization against slavery, without 
modifying in any respect the action of the 
Party, asa Party—it is at once obvious, that 
the character and claims of this Party must 
engross a large share of our attention. 

This explanation will satisfy every reasona- 
ble man, that in animadverting on the Whig 
Party more frequently than the Democratic, it 
isnot because of any greater hostility to the 
former than to the latter, or because we do not 
think the course of the latter on the: slavery 
question, more reprehensible than that of the 
former—but simply, because while both parties 
are entirely inefficient against slavery, the 
Whig Party, on account of its pretensions and 
contradictery policy, is by far the more danger- 
ous as an opponent of the only political organi- 
zation which we regard as promising any suc- 
cessful resistance to slaveholding domination.

A suspicion 
that weare secretly favorable to one party, and 
hostile to another, naturally, impairs the influ- 
ence of our arguments, even when sound, and 
of our statement of facts, even when correct. 
Frankly, we admit that, as regards the gene- 
ral principles regulating the administration of 
Government, we do not concur with the Whig 
Party. On the questions of the ‘Tariff, Bank- 
ing and Public Lands, we are directly opposed 
to it, and certainly do nut harmonize with the 
Democratic Party, which stops far short of 
what we deem the policy demanded by real De- 
mocracy, 

On all these questions we have our own 
views, but they do not bias our judgment of the 
conmiparative merits of the two old parties, in 
their relations to the great question of Ameri- 
can Slavery—we are not now ambitious to 
make converts to them, nor would we hold 
Liberty men responsible for them. 


“It certainly does not become one who con- 
tributed his best efforts to bring about a state 
of affairs that secured the Annexation of Tex- 
as, to denounce a man who labored untiringly 
to expose the iniquity of that measure, as a 
friend of slavery.

“The object of the undersigned in addressing 
to Mr. Buchanan the presént communication 
is to ascertain from him whether, supposing 
the British Government to entertain no objec- 
tion to such a course, it would suit the views of 
the United States Government to refer to arbi- 
tration, not, as has already been proposed, the 
question of an equitable partition of the terri- 
tory, but the question of title in cither of the 
twe Powers to the whole territory, subject of 
course to the condition that if neither should 
be found, in the opinion of the arbitrator, to 
possess a complete title to the whole territory, 
there should, in that casc, be assigned to each 
that portion of territory which would, in the 
opinion of the arbitrating Power, be called for 
by a just appreciation of the respective claims 
of each. - 

* The undersigned has suggested a reference 
on the above principle to some friendly Sove- 
reign or State. . 

“This the undersigned believes to be the 
course usually followed in such cases: it is that 
which has already been resorted to by the two 
Governments, (und more than once.) But there 
may be other forms of arbitration, perhaps, 
more agreeable to the Government of the Uni- 
ted States. 

“There might be, for instance, a mixed com- 
mission, With an umpire appointed by common 
consent; or there might be a board, composed 
of the most distinguished civilians and jurists 
of the time, uppointed in such « manner as 
should bring all pending questions to the deci- 
sion of the most enlightened, impartial and in- 
dependent minds.” 


7. Mr. Buchanan, in a letter, dated February 
4th, replies, declining the proposition, on the 
ground chiefly, of the aunexed condition, “that 
if neither party should be found in the opinion 
of the arbitrator, to possess a complete title to 
the whole territory, there should in that case 
be assigned to each that portion of territory, 
which would in the opinion of the arbitrating 
Power, be calted for by a just appreciation of 
the respective claims of each.” “Were it pos- 
sible,” says Mr. Buchanan, “for the President 
under any circumstances, to consent to refer 
the subject to an arbitration, the title, and the 
title alone, detached from every other consider- 
ation, is the only question which could be sub- 
mitted.” But, (to set the matter at rest) Mr. 
Buchanan proceeds to “state a single reason, 
which, apart from the intrinsic difficulty of se- 
lecting a suitable arbitrator, as well as other 
considerations that might be adduced, is con- 
clusive on the mind of the President against a 
reference of this question to arbitration, in any 
form which can be devised, no matter what 
may be the character of the arbitrator-—wheth- 
er sovereign, citizen, or subject. This reason 
is, that he does not believe the territorial rights 
of this nation to be a proper subject for arbi- 
tration.” : 

Mr. Buchanan closes his communication as 
follows: 

“The President cordially concurs with the 
Government of Great Britain in dovitiag that 
the present contfov@rsy gay -be amicably ad- 
justed. Of this, he has given. the strongest 
proof before the whole world. He believes that, 
as there are no two nations on the earth more 
closely bound together by the tyes of commerce,

beg leave te submit to the citizens of Cincinnati 
the claims of the destitute youth of our city. 

Irom statisties carefully collected by our agent, 
it appears that there are 748 colored children be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 21, and that of this num- 
ber there are vow about 100 Whose parents are un- 
able to give them even the rudiments of an edu- 
cation. Of these children few are blessed with 
both their natural guardians—-in most cases the 
father still remains a slave. 

A large proportion of those who attempt to edu- 
cate their children are unable to send them: contin- 
uously for any considerable length of ume. 

Jt is now so generally understood that the peace 
and safety of the community depend upon the in- 
tellectual and moral elevation of its members,that 
we deem it unnecessary to enlarge.npon this idea. 
But while this has been the admitted sentiment, the 
practice has been far otherwise—for although the 
colored children are the most destitute and most 
needy, the benefit of the Common School system, 
which has favored the education of the other classes, 
has been withheld from them, 

‘The establishment of the “Cincinnati High 
School” has marked an era in their clevation, and 
seems destined to work an entire revolution in 
public sentiment. ‘The unanswerable arguments 
which their youth have given to the charge of in- 
tellectual imbecility and inferiority, by the display 
of their talents at the examinations and exhibitions, |. 
ot which this Schvol, have done much tu increase 
the public impression in their favor.” 

The present “High School Buildings,” will ac- 
commodate about 250 scholars. ‘I'he average at- 
tendance has been 120. 

To secure the education of the entire colored 
youth of our city, H. 8S. Gilmore, the Principal and 
Proprietor of this School, (who has for nearly two 
years given his services gratuitously,) that he may 
more effectually co-operate with us, proposes to re- 
duce the price of tuition, which is now much lower 
than that of similar insiitutions, and to continue 
his services gratuitously to the institution, and 
also to give the whole net profits of the school to- 
wards the education of the destitute. 

It will require trom $1,500 to $2,000 annually to 
accomplish this benevolent design —about $1,200 
jor tuition, and the remainder for books, clothing, 
etc. Many of the pupils, and frequently the most 
promising, are under the necessity of leaving, from 
pecuniary inability, when they have but just fairly 
commenced their course of improvement. 

With these facts and considerations before us, 


upon the righteousness of our cause and the prom- 
ises of God, we lay the matter before you, and 
freely submit the decision to your own generosity. 

Mr. Gilmore hos hitherto borne the burden of the 
school mainly himself. Besides giving his entire 
service’, he has contrivuted from his individual re- 


tently with other responsibilties, retain his pres- 
ent position—and as there is no probability that 


in devotion and ability. unless the benevolent come 
to -his aid ‘the school must inevitably be discontin- 


ued.

ASwe said before, Thank Heaven, there are 
two of our poets whom the whole batch of grov- 
elling publishers could not mar or mutilate. 
Pierpont and Whittier have never been guilty 


of the meanness of asking the Slavcholders 


what they might put in their volumes. 
While we are on this subject of literary eu- 


nuchs, for such is the proper designation of 
authors who permit their works to be expurga- 
ted or fashioned by Slaveholders or their pur- 


veyors, we would advert to the case of Pauld- 
ing. Ina work of his published in 1816, when 
he was yet a man, there was a blood-stirring 
passage about a slave-coffle and the slave trade 


in the South. In 1835 or 36, after he had be- 


come a mere politician, a new edition of this 


work was issued; that offensive passage was ex- 
purgated; and, instead, a thundering prophecy 
of the terrible evils to spring from Abolition- 
ism, should it ever raise its fanatical head in 
the country, was inserted! To meanness in 
this case was added, gross falsification, inas- 
much as the prophecy had not been written in 
1816, but was all an after-thought, being 
penned after the rise of that most “monstrous 
heresy!” 

He had his reward—he was made Seeretary 
of the Navy under Mr. Van Buren. And so 
once had Judas Iscariot his reward—he received 
thirty pieces of silver for selling his Lord. 

One other example of this. detestable Servil- 
ity, although we confess our stomach is al- 
ready turned. 

Two friends the other day, having nothing 
else just then to do, fell to work to compare 
the former edition of Bancroft’s History, with 
his last edition, printed, we believe, in 1841 or 
*42. No difference of moment did they notice, 
except the addition of a chapter to the last edi- 
tion, on the subject of Human Slavery, in 
which that Institution was mentioned in the 
most respectful terms, as being old as history 
itself, Patriarchal, Scriptural, Mosaic—the 
same ground in fact being taken, that is oceu- 
pied by the Slaveholding Divines of the South, 

“Mr. Bancroft had his reward: in 1845, he 
was chosen Secretary of the Navy by Mr. 
Polk! But, unless this Country be inevitably 
doonied to degeneracy and ruin, he will be re- 
warded with the contempt of Posterity. 

Milton’s hatred and denunciatig! 
tism in his day were a draw-be 
mortal Poem; but now, were the 
any other than it is, the greatest of all Epics, 
the world would almost forget its merits, in 
admiration of the fervid and magnificent elo- 
quence of the stern advocate of Freedom, 
Who does not rejoice in reading Paradise Lost, 
that the author never damned himself to infa- 
my, by lowering his eye. or bending his knee 
before Despotism ? 

Since writing the foregoing, we have received 
the American Citizen, of Philadelphia, whieh 
exposes another most flagrant instance of ex- 
purgation. ‘There is a work of standard merit 
by Dr. Keith of Scotland, entitled “The Evi- 
dence of the Truth of the Christian Religion 
derived from the literal Fulfilment of Proph- 
ecy.” The Board of Publication of the (O. 8.) 
Presbyterian Church, in republishing an edi- 
tion of the work, have omitted, the Citizen 
asserts, one whole page of matter, the charac- 
ter of which was decidedly anti-slavery. The 
omitted passage occurs at the end of the 7th 
chapter, under the title, “Africans,” &e, The 
Doctor in commenting on the text, “Cursed 
be Canaan,” &c., had been showing how liter- 
ally this curse had been fulfilled in their bond- 
age, and transportation as slaves to other 
lands, but to guard against an abuse of his 
comments, immediately added the following 
paragraph. 

- “Whatever events the prophecies reveal, 
they never sanction any iniquity or evil. The 
wrath of man worketh not, the righteousness of 
God, though it be made to praise him. And 
any defence or attempted justification of slave- 
ry, ot of man having any moral right of proper- 
ty in man must be sought in vain from the ful- 
filment of this prediction. Nebuchadnezzar 
was the guilty instrument of righteous judg- 
ments; and although in the execution of these 
he was the servant of the Lord, it was his own 
gain and glory which he sought, and after kav- 
ing subdued nations not a few, he was driven 
from men and had his dwelling with the beasts, 
Never were judgments more clearly marked 
than those which have rested on the Jews in 
every, country under_heaven. Yet he that 
toucheth them toucheth the apple of his eye; 


and the year of recompenses for the controversy 
of Zion shall be the day of the Lord’s ven- 
geance, when he will plead with all flesh for his 


people and for his heritage. And if these ex- 
amples suffice not to show that it is a wreating 
of Scripture to their destruction, for any to 
seek from them the vindication of slavery, be- 
cause Canaan was to be the servant of servants 
unto his brethren, yet they who profess to look 
here to the holy Scriptures for a warrant, be 


cause that fact was foretold, should remember, 
that though Christ was delivered into the hands 


of his enemies ‘by the determinate counsel and 
foreknowledge of God, it.was by wicked hands 
that he was crucifled and slain.’ God hath 
made of one flesh all the nations of the earth, 


and, were the gospel universally and rightly 
appealed to, no other bond would be known 
among men but that of Christian brotherhood.”

Buchanan and Mr. Pakenham has left the 
question. Many seem to think that it is 
changed for neither the better nor the worse. 
For ourselves, on the supposition that Mr. 
Polk is not indulging in braggadocio, that he 
means just what he says, and has the resolu 
tion to adhere to it, we cannot but believe that 
the chances for peace are greatly diminished. 

When the British Minister pro ~n.arbi- 
tration of the question of an Saal Caeis 
ion of the territory, our Government | is jus- 
tified in declining the proposal, on t round 
that assent to it would have been a ognition 
of the title of Great Britain as validiithe very 
question in dispute. 

The second proposition of Mr. Pakenham 
was contingent. Supposing the British Gov- 
ernment to offer, would the United States con- 
sent, to submit the question of title to arbitra- 
tion, subject to the condition, that the arbitra- 
ter, concluding a complete title to vest in 
neither of them, should assign to each its fair 
proportion of the territory. This bngent 
proposition was accompanied with art offer to 
concede to the United States the privilege of 
selecting whatever mode of arbitration it 
might please. 

This proposition was also declined, for what 
appears to usa sufficient reason—that the con- 
dition annexed might and probably would be 
construed into an intimation, if not a direct 
invitation, to the arbitrators to divideghe ter- 
ritory between the two parties. a 
Thus far we feel prepared to sustaist 
Government, for it certainly-hag x, 

intctest in this territory of Oregon.tha« Great 
Britain can have, and is bound to proceed with 
extreme reserve when concessions are de- 
manded. 

But, what possible objection could there be 
to submitting the naked question of title, de- 
tached from every other consideration, to a 
Board of the most distinguished Civilians of both 
countries, with others, chosen by them from a 
State not interested? ‘The decision of such¥a 
Board, if against the claim of Great Britain, 
would give her an opportunity honorably: to re- 
tire from a contest which cannot be» béneficial 
to her interests. If in favor of our tith® only to 
the 49th degree, it would place the President in 
a position where he could act without incurring 
odium from his Party. 

But, most unfortunately, most wrongfully, 
we think, the President announces hig purpose 
not to submit even the question of title to arbi- 
tration in any form, no matter what may be 
the charater of the arbitrator, whether sove- 
reign, citizen or subject; and for this reason:— 
he does not believe the territorial rights of this 
nation to be a proper subject for arbitragién !— 
Certainly, the well ascertained territorial rights 
of this nation are not a proper subject for arbi- 
tration. Werea foreign power to claim Louis- 
jana, there could be but one answer to the de- 
mand. And were Oregon settled by our citi- 
z ens as Louisiana is—had it always been a re 
cognized part of our territory, over which we 
had exercised sovereignty and extended our 
laws—had there been no Convention sdspend- 
ing, by our own act, our claim to occupy it 
exclusively—had not our rights there _ 
been held asa proper subject of negofiation, 
this proud assumption of the President would 
be fully authorized. But, the common’ sense 
of our countrymen will not, cannot now sustain 
any such assumption in reference to Oregon.— 
If our title to this country isa proper subject 
for negotiation, it isa proper subject for arbi- 
tration; if it is not a proper sybject for arbitra- 
tion, neither is ita proper subject for negotiation. 

We therefore deeply regret this decision of 
the present Administration. It is the first 
false step, in our estimation, taken by it in the 
negotiations on--the subject. It cannot but 
prove highly offensive to the British People and 
British Government. It must prejudice oyr 
cause in the. judgment of the world, It 
will render ‘the feelings of the People on both 
sides of the Atlantic more unfavorable to a 
settlement of the difficulty, while it effectually 
closes up one door for an escape from thé hor- 
rors of war, and leayes tle whole question de- 
pendent upon negotiation between twa haygh- 
ty and formidable States, already committed 
before the world, almost too far to reeeds 
without a loss of what is called, National henor. 

We confess we see not how war is to be pre- 
vented, exeept by the action of Congress. ‘The 
President, when he made the offer of. the 
49th parallel of latitude as a houndary, 
coupled it with a condition which made it less 
favorable than offers which had been alrcady 
rejected by the British Government; and at the 
same time he distinctly announced that he held 
our title to be good to 54 ® 40’, and had made the 
compromise offer, only because the subject jad 
been embarrassed by his predecessors. Th 
proffered compromise was immediately refeect- 
ed by the British Minister, and in consequefjec, 
the President felt himeclf released from all em- 
barrassments, and threw himself back on the 
elaim to 549° 40’, Since then there has been 
no intimation that he would agcept any com- 
promise proposition, He has not attempisd to 
renew the negotiation. Virtually he is com- 
mitted against all concession. While on the 
other side, what ias oecurred to warrant the 
expectation that-the British Government will 
of her own accord, make a proposition which4 
she has repeatedly rejected? Both parties ade, 
to think there will be no war; but how can war 
be avoided, if our Administration will concede 
nothing below 44° 40’, and the British Cab- 
inet not so much as the 49th de ree?

We suppose, the resolution to terminate the 
Convention will pass the Senate. The Presi- 
dent will be empowered to give the required 
Notice. This measyre jn itself will not be 
deemed a hostile measure. But, there are other 
measures, already introduced in the House of 
Representatives, with a view tothe practical en- 
forcement of oyr glajms in the territory. They 
contemplate the extension of or jurisdiction 
over the whole territory. If they hecome lgw, 
we are placed at once in a state of collision 
with Great Britain. 

The question, tlrercfore, of peage or war, 
rests with the Congress of the United States. 
Those measures will be adopted, we have little 
doubt, in the House--but will they pass the 
Senate? We incline to think they will bui jn 
such a shape as to delay a rupture between the 
two countries. 
will have won from his Party the eredit of fi- 
delity to the pledges of the Baltimore Conven- 
tion; but the Oregon question will be left for 
another Administration to settle. 

Such, it strikes us, are the probabilities in 
the case; unless, as we have often remarked, 
Great Britain can be induced to waive her}. 
claims in consideration of certain commercial

Jt was the foyndgtign of our ti- 
tle. He (Mr. Adams) did not place pndye reliance 
upon this title, for the Pope of Rome dethroned 
cretion as well as unchristian sovereigns. Eng- 
land held Treland by this title, and no other—de- 
riving her auth rity from Adrian of Rome over 

reland. 

The grant of the Creator was to man as man, to 
subdue and re;.lenjsh the earth. 

The laws of nations were nothing more than the 
customs among nations, and the treaties among 
nations. Our title to the Oregon stood upon the 
{foundation of these customs and treaties. There 
never had heen any agreement among the nations 
of the earth as to how a question like this between 
usand Great Britain should be settled, The na- 
tion which had discovered the mouth of a river was 
sometimes regarded as pussessing the whole soil 
watered by it. 

In Hazard’s State papers, volume 1, it will be 
found that Charles the First gave a title to Massa- 
chusetts from, seq to sea, and extending from 44 to 
48. James the First gaye to Virginia the same, and 
other Colonies received a grant from sea to sea al- 
so. The King of England no more than the Pepe 
of Rome had aright to make these grants, and 
yet all persons here would go buck to their original 
charters to found their claims.

Senate, Feb. 10.—The Senate to-day was the 
theatre of special interest, it being. the day set 
apart for the discussion of the Oregon question. 
The morning hour, during which several reso- 
lutions were presented, having expired, the va- 
rious propositions and amendments, relating to 
the measure of terminating joint occupancy, 
were read, and Mr. ALLEN then rose to address 
the Senate. He referred to the fact that al- 
though it was now 63 years since Great Britain 
had acknowledged our independence, still over 
800 square imiles of our territory British law is 
extended, British executions and penalties en- 
forced. All negotiations having failed, in rela- 
tion to it, the President communicates the fact 
to Congress, and the responsibility of termina- 
ting this state of things is now upon us—it can- 
not be evaded. 

“Upon the question of title we stand com- 
mitted before the whole world in a series of 
State papers, oon ney. | a period of more than 
25 years; by a solemn Treaty with the Emper- 
or of Russia in 1824; by a solemn.vote of this 
body in the passage of a bill which carried 
American Jaw up to 54. 40.; by the solemn 
voice of the nation expressed in the election of 
the present Chief Magistrate; by the declara- 
tion made by this Chief Magistrate on the por- 
tico of this Capitol, with the oath of office fresh 
upon his lips; and finally, if it be in order to 
allude to it, the vote in the House of Represen- 
tatives within the last 24 hours, of three to one, 
apd one over. It remains to be seen whether, 
ag Senators, you will walk yp to the work. A 
great question-—a great mora] question, is now 
to be tried; I don’t mean tried in battle, but in 
energy of nerve and pertinacity of purpose— 
and then in battle, if it is necessary.”

In Maine, the Liberty Standard is rallying 
the People for a warm and, we hope, a success- 
ful contest. Anew State Association has been 
formed, and an energetic address has been is- 
sued to the Liberty men of the State. 

In Connecticut, the Christian Freeman, the 
State Liberty paper under the control of W. 
H. Burleigh, has changed its title for that of 
“The Charter Oak.” It is a good, efficient pa- 
per, and the only fault we find with it, is an 
over-gallant sympathy with Miss Delia Web- 
ster, who is just as much entitled te the special 
sympathies of anti-slavery men, as is the man 
inthe moon. The Liberty men of the State 
are completing their work of Senatorial noimi- 
nations, 

Rhode Island, in which no organization of the 
Liberty Party has yet been effected, is moving 
upon the subject. A Convention is ealled to 
mect in Providence on the 11th of this month, 
to consider the expediency of nominating Lib- 
erty candidates for State offices at the ensuing 
State election.

Funds, we 
are informed, have been raised in Warren, 
Highland, Greene and Clark, for the employ- 
ment of agents. M. H. Urquhart has been 
solicited to operate in Columbiana county.— 
T. B. Hudson is faithfully at work on the Re- 
serve. H. Preston, a young man who has ac- 
quired an enviable reputation as a Lecturer, is 
busily engaged in Gallia and adjoining parts. 
In Butler and Preble a series of appointments 
has been made for our Gubernatorial candidate 
It strikes us, that it is high time to be doing 
something in Hamilton. 

In Kentucky, the lively editor of the Chris: 
tian Intelligencer, with his accustomed gener- 
osity, comes to the support of Dr. Snodgrass of 
the Baltimore Visiter.

Tho Tax bill passed the Senate on the after- 
noon of the 13th, by a vote of 17 to 16; it re-

The House bill for continuing operations on 
the new State House, by the use of convict la- 
bor, has been adopted by the Senate, with one 
gJight amendment, by a vote of 16 to 13.

Reselyed, That when the light shines upon 
any moral question, perseveringly to reject 
that light, and plead ignorance of duty, is to 
proclaim a purpose to do wrong. 

Resolved, That the gospel demands that we 
be not partakers of other sins—that we abstain 
from the appearance of evil—that the thoughts 
and desires be pure—the total abstinence of all 
that is wrong, and is therefore a systein of the 
most absolute and perfect reformation; and the 
Saviour himself was a reformer, without even 
the semblance of compromise. 

Resolved, That hearts dead to the claims of 
man cannot be alive tothe commands of God, 
and religion cannot flourish on the ground 
where hymanity withers. 

Resolved, That to steal, to justify theft in 
others, to apologize for it, to keep silence in 
view of it, through fear of endangering other 
great interests, or through fear of making dis- 
turhanve in the church or neighborhood, areall 
acknowledged sins, and mark a man as unwor- 
thy the confidence of the community, or mem- 
bership in a Christian church, or good standing 
ina Christian ministry. In the same category, 
yet vastly more guilty, are reckoned by the 
eommon sense of mankind, the stealers of men, 
womenand children, their dufenders, apologists 
or silent supporters, 

Resalved, That to vote for slaveholders or 
pro-slavery candidates for office, is to vote to 
support slavery, and is morally wrong. 

esalved, That we do not extend Christian 
fellowship to slaveholders, or their apologists, 
either in-the church or ecclesiastical councils. 
Resolved, That we will love each other as 
brethren and sisters in the Lord, with pure 
hearts fervently—that we will.exhort one 
another daily, lest any be hardened through 
the deceitfulness of sin, and carry out hencefor- 
ward our covenant engagement in watching 
over each other in love, and in the faithful ex- 
ercise of discipline.

Campaign Paper—A Proposition. 

It has always been our object to make the 
Philanthropist a representative and an advocate 
of the Anti-Slavery movement, and not the or 

gan of any particular section of it. While, 
therefore, we have paid due attention to the 
Liberty Party, to the formation of which in 
this State we gave the first impulse, we have 
never lost sight of our higher object,—the ex- 
hibition of Anti-Slavery principles, facts and 
measures, in such a way as to convince appo- 
nents in the frec States and Slavcholders,— 
Hence, our paper has been occupied less with 
communications, and the reports of the pro- 
ceedings of meetings, and notices of the pro- 
gress of the cause, than with the discussion of 
Principles and presentation of Facts and Sta- 
tistics bearing upon the question of Slavery 
generally. 

There are seasons, however, when it becomes 
a daty to devote more than ordinary attention 
to the machinery of organized Anti-Slavery 
sentiment. For example, during the pendency 
of an important election, no man who values 
the Liberty movement as a great instrument- 
ality against Slavery, can fail to sce that it is 
Lis duty to give it more than ordinary promi- 
nence in his scheme of efforts. 

The present stage of the Liberty movement 
in Ohio we regard asa crisis of commanding in- 
terest. From the year 1840, the Liberty Party 

increased annually at a fair rate until the Pres- 
idential election in 1844. But its vote in the 
October election of 1845 showed little or no in- 
crease over the Presidential vote. Now, let 
every man bear in mind, that a new political 
party muct mercace or decrease. - Stand stil, it 
cannot. You may hold men together in moral 
association, without any perceptible increase, 
by the force of high moral considerations, but 
a reform political party, which, however pure 
its principles and objects, necessarily embraces 
many who are governed chiefly by party con- 
siderations, lives by its inerease, no less than 
by the force of its principles. 

When we consider therefore, that the guber- 
natorial canvass of 1846 is to test the efficiency 
of the Liberty movement in this State, and, ac- 
cording to its results, will settle with multitudes 
the question of adhesion to it, or separation 

from it, no one will be surprised at our deter- 
mination to give far more attention to it, than 
under other circumstances we have deemed ne- 
cessary. 

On the Ist of April we shall open a Depart- 
ment in our paper specially devoted to the par- 
ty movement, andentitle it “The Campaign” — 
in which will be inserted proceedings of meet- 
ings, accounts of the cause in all sections, and 
such articles as may be adapted to win over 
opponents, and give unity, and power and spirit 
to the Liberty organization. This campaign 
period will extend from the first of April to the 
first of November, seven months, so as to give 
due time for reporting the results of the 
struggle. 

We propose, then, to print the Philanthropist 
for that period, for one dollar, single copy, or 
twelve copies for the same period, for ten dol- 
lars—payable in advance. 

By thus setting apart a distinct portion of 
our paper to the details of the party-moyement, 
and devoting the rest of our paper as usual to 
the advocacy of the anti-slavery enterprise, 
generally, without reference to any particular 
association, we shall endeavor at onee to mect 
the exigencies of the crisis, and preserve the 
Philanthropist from sinking its character in 
that of a mere party paper. 

Our Liberty friends have now an opportunity 
of seeing what they can do, The paper for 
the period specified, we have put as low as can 
be afforded, and is compatible with the inter- 
ests of the other liberty papers in the State, 
We hope they will be prompt and active in sub- 
scribing and obtaining subscribers. They have 
six weeks to canvass their respective neighbor- 
hoods, and it will be easy to send ysat least two 
thousand subscribers in that time.

A man of standing and property, named Ma- 
jor Wm. W , of Connecticut, was blessed 
with a family of kind, intelligent,obedientsons. 
Two of them—the eldest and best beloved— 
early received cach his portion, and took their 
several ways to distant portions of the country, 
intent upon establishing themselves in the 
world, and carving out their own fortunes.— 
They were each possessed of an excellent com- 
mon school—Connecticut common school edu- 
cation; and were well calculated to “make their 
way in the world.” 

“hey departed with a father’sand a mother’s 
blessing resting upon them, and were remem- 
bered, with tears and earnest, hopeful supplica- 
tions before the throne of mercy, ere their first 
day’s journey was ended.
